It 
was the worst, and most feudal, 
of these Arab countries which 
joined against us and France in 
the United Nations’ vote to place 
the matter of Algeria before the 
General Assembly. 


East Indies 


Indonesia is the new name for 
the land Columbus set out to 
find—the fabulous _ spice-rich 
East Indies. They became 
wealthy in rubber, tin, coffee, 
tea. The nation is cut up into 
the segments of what is the 
world’s largest archipelago. It 
extends roughly from Singapore 
to Australia. This is about the 
same distance as from New 
York to San Francisco. More 
than 3.000 islands, with diverse 
cultures and populations, are in- 
eluded. Among them are Suma- 
tra. Java and Bali. 

To obtain independence it 
fought a brutally harsh revolu- 
tion with the Dutch. It was the 
only one of the new Asian na- 
tions so to do. We assisted, dip- 
lomatically, and earned the ill 
will of the Dutch, ir the birth of 
the new Republic. 

It has never been a really 
“going”? nation. It could not con- 
trol its own guerrillas or cope 
with the logistic demands of the 
far-stretching islands. Its lead- 
ers have suffered all the ills of 
new nationalisms—unwarranted 
and exaggerated suspicions, ar- 
rogance, a sense of inferiority. 

But, one of these days it will 
be under control. The Indonesians 
will achieve it—or the Chinese 
Reds will take over. 

It does matter a great deal— 
to us, our children and the gen- 
erations yet unborn, what the 
yet-free Asians think—and do.

The toll, at first believed 65, was 
increased by one tonight when 
United officials added the name 
of Debbie Tucker, the infant 
daughter of one of the victims.

Milk Pricing Formula 


Will Be an Improvement 


The Georgia Milk Control Board 
meets again today to put the finishing 
touches to a pricing formula that auto- 
matically will adjust milk prices to the 
cost of living and changes in production 
costs. 

While most people find any system of 
price control distasteful, the new system 
will be much fairer than the former 
practice of arbitrary price fixing that re- 
sulted in Georgians paying more for their 
milk than citizens of any other state. 

It is natural for dairymen and distribu- 
tors to follow the course of least resist- 
ance in letting a board fix prices. It is 
quite difficult, however, to convince them 
that the answer to the dairy problem is 
not in price control but in increasing con- 
sumption. 

There is not now nor bas there ever 
been a real surplus production of milk in 
the state. There very definitely has been 
underconsumption. Georgia’s per capita 
consumption of dairy products is one of 
the lowest, in the nation. The high price 
of milk has limited the market and people 
have turned to substitutes. 

Increased milk consumption would 
solve the price problem as well as that of 
periodic “surpluses.” It would promote the 
growth of dairying and insure stability. 
The present system of declaring “‘surplus”’ 
milk periods is costly to producers and 
cuts down considerably on their annual 
profits. 

Stirred by “kickbacks” and other un- 
wholesome situations, Florida has ended 
price controls for a year. It will be inter- 
esting to see what happens. Georgia pro- 

ducers and distributors may learn a valu- 
able lesson. 

Meanwhile, the new price-fixing for- 
mula is an improvement over the old 
system of maximum high prices at all 
times.

Sheriff's Sales Are 
Sad. No Matter Where 


Sheriff's sales may be moved from the 


front to the back door of the Fulton 
County courthouse. 

The law specifies such sales must be 
held in front of the courthouse door, but 
fortunately for Atlanta’s traffic problem, 
it doesn’t specify which door. And though 
the rear entrance to the seat of Fulton’s 
government leads into the county admin- 
istration building, experts don’t believe 
this little technicality -will affect the le- 
gality of the sales. 

Sales before the courthouse door have 
become such big business in Atlanta and 
attract such crowds that Pryor street 
merchants have complained. Automobiles 
ere sold at public outery each Monday, 

. and last Monday 16 of them were auc- 
tioned off. In addition there are regular 


sales the first Tuesday of each month 
when personal property is sold to satisfy 
claims against its owners. 

The courthouse’s front entrance is di- 
rectly on the sidewalk, while the rear 


door opens on a parking lot that can be 
cleared on sale days. 

Courthouse sales are one of the saddest 
of the city’s sights. There the property of 
the distressed and unfortunate goes under 
the hammer for whatever it may bring to 
Satisfy unpaid taxes and the judgments 
of creditors. Too bad that they cannot 
be held decently behind closed doors. 
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The Physically Disabled 


Deserve Their Chance 


Chronic disabilities and disease are 
a problem for every state and every com- 
munity. In fact, Dr. Donald A. Covalt, 
associate director of the Institute of 
Physical Medicine and Rehabilitation, 
New York University’s Bellevue Medical 
Center, said here recently that it is the 
nation’s No. 1 problem. 

Dr. Covalt said that 28 million Ameri- 
cans—one sixth of the total population— 
are suffering from physical handicaps. 

Attention again is focused on his re- 
marks because this is Hire the Handi- 
capped Week. And every employer is 
urged to give some attention to the prob- 
lem and to fit into his organization those 
persons who might be overlooked but who 
are capable of rendering splendid service. 

Georgia, of course, has given much at- 
tention to the problems of the disabled. 
The state’s vocational rehabilitation pro- 
gram is the finest in the nation and is so 
recognized. The number of. the disabled 
who have been fitted for productive roles 
in society is impressive. 

But the problem is a continuing one 
and is far from solution. Basically it is 
a community job. 

The Department of Labor and the Vet- 
erans Administration recently surveyed the 
work records of 11,000 physically handi- 
capped and 18,000 nonhandicapped work- 
ers. The study showed that handicapped 
workers, when properly placed on jobs 
they can do, are as efficient, stable, re- 
liable and as free from accident as the 
nonhandicapped. Placed in the right type 
of job, the handicapped person will often 
do a better job because he is willing to 
try harder, 

With the continued growth of the na- 
tion’s productive capacities, the need for 
all available manpower also continues to 
increase. There is no sense in wasting any 
of it. 

“Employment is nature’s best phy- 
sician,”” said a medical student named 
Galen 2,000 years ago. Those words are 
just as true today. 

Let’s give the handicapped a chance 
to become useful, productive citizens.

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Tech’s Research Staff 
Performs a Heavy Task 


Researchers at Georgia Tech’s Engi- 
neering Experiment Station last year did 
work amounting to $1,950,000, placing 
Tech in llth place among the engineer- 
ing schools of the nation in the amount 
of research carried out. 

Among state - supported engineering 
schools, Tech ranked first in the South 
and fifth nationally. 

Regrettably, the vast majority of this 
research was done on the basis of con- 
tracts with government and private indus- 
try, for the state appropriation for re- 
search at Tech is lamentably small. 

Tech's Engineering Experiment Sta- 
tion is to industry as the various experi- 
ment stations maintained by the College 
of Agriculture are to the land. 

Because of slender state appropriations, 
however, Tech must make contracts with 
the government and private corporations 
to keep its experiment station functioning 
as a first-class operation. This deprives 
Georgia of heaven only knows how many 
technological advances that only will come 
about when Tech’s scientists are suf- 
ficiently well supported to afford to ex- 
‘periment for the benefit of the state.’

Laws Can’t Change Habits 


Of Russians (or Americans ) 


Since 1932 the Soviet has had a law on the books under which a 
man can be jailed if he buys or sells agricultural products or con- 
sumer goods with the motive of profit. 


But Russians are people and 
people are what they are and so 
the law isn’t working as well as 
the planners had hoped. Specula- 
tors deal in everything from scarce 
goods and services to theater tick- 
ets. Things have got to such a 
State that there are widespread 
demands for strengthening the law 
in some respects and for weaken- 
ing it in others. 

Mr. Daniel of the New York 
Times tells us about one proposal 
for changing the law which ap 
peared recently under the impn 
matur of the Institute of Law ol 
the Soviet Academy of Sciences. 
The authors say the definition of 
*‘speculation’’ should be extended 
te cover buying and selling of any- 
thing where the motive is to make 
a profit. At the same time the 
punishment of five to 10 years in 
jail for offenders should be re- 
duced and mild speculation should 
only be punished mildly. 

The effect of this would be to 
reduce the length of the jail terms 
but it would also put more people 
in jail. How it will end specula- 
tion is something of a mystery. 

It is simply a fact of life that 
people like to trade and those who 
trade like to make a profit. The 
motivation to profit stems from 


‘the sound belief that a profit can 


help a man to a better station in 
life, In this country one generally 
accepted. Sign of personal pros: 
perity is to own a Cadillac. In 
Russia it’s to become a commis: 
sar. 


The Russian theory is that the 


profit motive is a bad thing for 
the workers. But the workers, 
who have seen the commissars, 
are quite unconvinced. Even~the 
law draws a fine distinction be- 
tween what the government says 
is speculation and what is con- 
sidered legitimate selling. Any 
Russian can sell anything he pos- 
sesses if he no longer wants to 
keep it; but it’s our guess that 
the Russian — like the American— 
is likely to sell or trade a _pos- 
session if he thereby can acquire 
something he wants more than the 
thing he has. It is unprofitable to 
do it any other way. 

We think it will not be enough 
for the Russians to change their 
law if they want to get rid of 
the profit motive. What they will 
have to do is to change the habits 
of people. And if the Kremlin 
thinks it can easily do that, it 
might be profitable for them to 
look into the history of our Eight- 
eenth Amendment.

An Hour of Destiny 
Will Come to Most 


We believe God has a plan for each of our 
lives. But just as the children of Israel were held 
back from their Promised Land by their bondage 


in Egypt, and just as Jesus was delayed so long in His mission by the 
circumstances that forced Him to work in a carpenter’s shop, so do we 
sometimes feel enslaved by the circumstances and frustrations of life. 


One day a Moses came to lead 
the children of Israel out of bond- 
age and one dav Jesus closed the 


door of His shop for the last time 
and went forth preaching. But the 
question for many people is, ‘‘Will 
the moment of release ever come 
for me?’’ 


In answer, let me first say as 
Browning said, ‘‘All service ranks 
the same with God.”’ It is not the 
work we do but the spirit within 
us that determines our real lives. 
If done in the spirit of consecra- 
tion, it is just as sacred to sell 
soap as it is sermons; or to be a 
butcher as it is to be a bishop. 
Your present work can be done 
for the glory of God—but there is 
something more to be said. 


Second, for every person who is 
faithful to the living of each day, 
there will come an hour of desti- 
ny—a time of self-fulfillment. It 
will come, I emphasize, if we re- 
main faithful to fhe daily tasks 
without losing heart or hope.

The U.S. Has Moved 
Into a Blind Alley 


WASHINGTON—The American position on dis- 
armament is proving itself exposed to effective 
Soviet criticism—and Moscow is taking full ad- 


vantage of it. 


There is a serious hole in the line of argument which U.S. Delegate 
Harold Stassen has been making at the U.N. disarmament conference 
and it didn’t take the Kremlin long to see that it could drive a truck 


through it. 


I am not suggesting that the Rus- 
sians are just panting to join in 
a large disarmament project. We 
don’t know yet. Their record for 
blocking disarmament is longer 
than their record for promoting 
disarmament. But right now, at 
one central point, the Soviets are 
making a good deal of sense in fo- 
cusing their argument on the cur- 
rent American stand which, in ef- 
fect, is: ‘‘Let’s inspect without any 
disarmament at all.’’ Because the 
Soviet argument against this stand- 
still position of the United States 
has elements of real validity, it 
gives the Soviets a propaganda ini- 
tiative which Moscow radio is us- 
ing to advantage. 

Here is the spot we have gotten 
ourselves into: 


1.—The United States had long 
taken the position that any agree- 
ment on disarmament must (A) be 
universal, taking in all the princi- 
pal powers, (B) embrace conven- 
tional—that is, non-atomic—weap- 
ons and forces as well as nuclear 
weapons and (C) come into effect 
step by step. We have always held 
that effective inspection must be a 
part of any acceptable disarma- 
ment pact. 


2.—For a long time the Soviet 
Union resisted what we deemed the 
essential ingredients of inspection

and never assented to a plan which 
involved reduction of conventional 
military manpower. Then on May 
10 of this year at the U.N. Dis- 
armament Commission meetings in 
London, the Soviet Union advanced 
concrete and detailed proposals for 
a world-wide reduction of conven- 
tional military forces on a percent- 
age basis similar to what the 
United States, Britain and France 
had been advocating. At the same 
time the Soviets came nearer— 
though still some distance from— 
U.S. views on inspection. 

3.—Whereupon, when the U.N. 
commission reconvened in New 
York at the direction of the sum- 
mit conference, the United States 
formally announced it was putting 
a reservation on virtually all past 
proposals it had made and began 
to center its discussion exclusively 
on _inspection, particularly on 
President Eisenhower’s plan for an 
exchange of military blueprints 
with Russia and mutual air recon- 
naissance. 

This left the United States advo- 
cating far-reaching inspection and 
no reduction of armaments. 

It seems to me that the United 
States has thus maneuvered itself 
into an awkward, substantially un- 
tenable cul de sac. 

It is a negative, uninviting, un- 
persuasive position. 


The Vice President }. — ( 


Is an Afterthought 


WASHINGTON—Once again, as has happened 
before, there is much discussion about the office 
of the vice president and its uncertain status when 


the President is laid low for a time and kept away from his duties, 
as is the case now with President Eisenhower. 


That leads naturally to another 
related subject, also much dis- 


cussed before. That is the casual, 
slap-dash manner in which candi- 
dates for vice president are chosen 
by the two major parties at their 
national conventions. It comes as 
a sort of afterthought in the let- 
down after the excitement and con- 
fusion of selecting a candidate for 
president. 

Once again this also is being 
discussed and without any refer- 
ence to any particular individual, 
such as our present Vice President 
Nixon or anyone in the past, im- 
mediate or distant. He, as we 
know, was no exception in the way 
in which he was picked, that is, 
by a handful of leaders in con- 
sultation with Gen. Eisenhower 
and was sprung upon the con- 
vention suddenly, late in the after- 
noon, which was the first most of 
the delegates knew about it. They 
ratified the choice unquestioning- 
ly in routine procedure. 

Those of us who have watched 
many vice presidential candidates 
picked suddenly by both parties, 
out of the hat as it were, saw 
nothing out of the ordinary in the 
unveiling of the young Californian. 

There is a vague kind of formula 
about the vice presidential candi- 
date, which is that he is supposed 
to add ‘‘balance’’ to the ticket. So 
the leaders and the presidential 


nominee look for somebody from 
another section of the country to 
provide geographical “balance,” 
someone who represents another 
element of the party and its philos- 
ophy to give what we call, in these 
days, ‘“‘ideological’’ balance, both 
of which qualifications were met 
by Sen. Richard M. Nixon. 


All of which recalls an episode 
involving a former United States 
senator of Indiana, Republican 
Raymond E. Willis, who was en- 
countered, arm in sling, by the 
writer in an Indianapolis hotel on 
the occasion of Gen. Eisenhower's 
visit there in the 1952 campaign. 
Asked what had happened to his 
arm, he replied:

It didn’t really matter 
whether I got there or not, .I 
realized. I didn’t know who the 
nominee was to be. Nor would

These are facts, not fiction or 
fancy, shown the newspaper 
food editors in Chicago for their 
annual conference which ends 
Friday. 

The United Fresh Fruit and 
Vegetable Assn. brought every- 
one up to date and then some 
Thursday morning via colored 
films showing these magic-like 
developments that are going on 
in the U.S. Department of Ag- 
riculture’s huge experiment sta- 
tion in Beltsville, Md. 

It's the role of the atom that 
is revolutionizing America’s 
fields. 

Potatoes have been irradiated 
by underground Gamma rays to 
prolong freshness. And _ this 
isn't in the dream stage. It is 
one use for atomic radiation 
that is nearing commercial pos- 
sibilities. 


The perfect peach is in the 


laboratories. Experts explain 
this as one. that completely 
satisfies the growers, shippers 


and consumer. It may be left 
on the trees longer after matur- 
ing, ships well and has the juci- 
ness of the yellow cling, com- 
bined with the flavor and small 


seed of the free-stone. 

New methods of packing 
fruits and vegetables right in 
the field are assuring fresher 
products in the markets. 

Corn is also being subject- 


ed to atomic irradiation under- 
ground to produce greater pro- 
duction, a longer season and 
improved quality. 

Armour & Co. reminded food 
editors Thursday that there are

When it comes to figure- 
shaping calisthenics, actions 
speak louder than words. Time 
and again readers explain that 
they simply cannot get the gist 
of ex@rcise instruction by read- 
ing them. Of course not . 
exercise must be acted out. 


Set the stage by thinking of 
the measurement you wish to 
slim down. Such concentration 
helps to direct the action. Also 
the trick of visualizing brings 
streamlining results faster. 


LIE ON BACK 


Position: Lying on back on 
floor, with knees bent, soles of 
feet flat on floor, arms down 
at sides. 


Movement: The action is 
merely to raise the hips off 
floor, pulling up and in firmly 
with the abdominal muscles, 
and hold this movement for six 
seconds. The holding increases 
the strength of the muscle. 


Try a six-word count such as 
‘slim, svelte, snug .. . for-slen- 
der-fall-styles.” Lower hips, 
again pull firm with middle 
muscles, raise hips and repeat 
action. Three times is sufficient, 
when done daily. 


The second exercise tones 
waist and girdle muscles. 

Position: Kneel in an upright 
position with back straight, 
head erect. Now, sit back on 
the heels. 


Hold arms out at sides, 
shoulder level, In this position 
hips are held firm so there is 
no way to go wrong on this 
exercise. 


KEEP SNUG GRIP 


Movement: First pull up-and- 
in with girdle muscles and, 
keeping this snug grip, bend 
slowly sidewards to the right 
until fingers of right hand touch 
the floor. Bend sidewards to the 
left, touching fingers of left 
hand to floor at left side. 


Do this slowly and smoothly. 
Hold the bending movement and 
stretch up with the raised hand 
as you reach downward with 
opposite hand. 

Now for the hip slimmer... . 

Position: Lying on right side, 
legs straight down, left leg on 
top of right.

Stressed at Federation Meet

Pointing out the conflict in 
jurisdiction between juvenile 
and criminal courts, Judge 
Woolfolk said that what the 
clubwomen can do to alleviate 
this situation is to back legis- 
lation that will give the juve- 
nile courts original jurisdiction 
in cases involving young peo- 
ple. 

In addition, the clubwomen 
can help by supporting a pro- 
posed youth commission that 
would set up a statewide pro- 
bationary system, supervise all 
the institutions dealing with 
children and study legislation

because a specific remedy was 
jacking. But discovery of ‘the 
wonder drugs changed the pic- 
ture and nowadays more than 90 
per cent of those who develop 
the condition are saved. 

Meningitis is an inflammation 
of the membranes (meninges) 
that cover the brain and spinal 
cord. 

Almost every microorganism 
has at one time or another been 
implicated. But the most com- 
mon invaders are the bacteria 
and virus that inhabit the res- 


piratory tract. 
Such headliners include menin- 
gococci, pneumococci,  strepto- 


cocci, and staphylococci as well 
as the tubercle and influenza. 
bacilli. 

The viruses responsible for 
mumps and polio, are common 
offenders also, 


These microbes usually come | % 


from an infection elsewhere in 
the body and are carried to the 
meninges via the blood stream. | 
Occasionally the bacteria travel | 
directly from an infected sinus in | 
the nose or- mastoid process of 
the ear. 

Shortly after the tissues are in- | 
vaded the temperature goes up | 
and the victim develops head- | 
ache, mausea and vomiting. 

Drowsiness and complete ex- 
haustion follow. But the main 
clue occurs when the neck be- 
comes so stiff that the individual 
is unable to rest the chin on the 
chest. 

While in service I examined a 
young corporal who complained 
of sore throat and headache. His 
temperature. was 103 and his 
throat and tonsils were red and 
inflamed, The lad was put to bed 
and within an hour I was called 
to see him again because of a 
convulsion. 

Upon my arrival the corporal 
was stuporous and the neck was 
stiff; he had meningitis. 

To determine the type it was 
necessary to withdraw a small 
amount of fluid from the lower
